O many remarkable accidents, ſuch alterations 
& of Governtnents Afﬀeirs of ſuc moment and 
intrigues of State, do fall in with this Mar- 

. queſles memoires , that it will rather ſeem a 
Hiſtory then a Character te ſpeak him out, His 
Birth rendred him very Noble, atid his Education 
proffered him the advantage .of making it. Nebler , 
though for that he was beholding to the firſt Tem- 
peſt of the Times, being by his late Majeſty to oblige 
him from the Rebellion then on foor, created a Mar- 
queſs. He was of Stature ſomething exceeding the 
mean, like his own Country-men the Highlanders, 
with-a-bizgneſs proportionable to it , his Face ſome- 
what long, his Cheeks wide, the haire of his Beard 
red, his Eyes very much a f{quint , ſo that = =_ 
ick- 
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Nicknamed in Scotland Gleed Arguile, which remem- 
bers me'of that Proverb — 2uem Deus in oculo no+ 
tavit hanc caveto,. There will no more need to be 
faid of h.s perſon, which the Hands of the Execu- 
tioner have ſo lately profaned z nor was there any 
thing in him that was good ſo remarkable, as to in- 
vite you to be curious, and it will-be beſt for him that 
he fleep forgotten, leſt the remarques of his face 
ſhould fright fanciful} people like a ſped7r am. He 
was one of that wicked Triumvirate, who began con- 
tianed and lived to the End of our Troubles. A 
moſt Dexterous Arriſt in that prime quality of a Scor, 
Diffimulation, which was the ground work of all the 
Exploits he aid after. If ever he ſeemed what he was 
(though that be not to be over-believed ) 'twas in 
the matter of the Covenant, which he entred into ſo 
eagerand reſolutely, and left it and the' world coge- 
ther ſo confidently and avowedly ; and yetthe mid- 
dle agreed with neither, when in the Criſis of the 
ſincerity, Honeſty, and Loyalty of that Libel which 
it ſo highly boaſted of, as to the maintenance of the 
Kings Perſon Dignify and Authority z by this Mar- 
queſſes Counſel, his late ' Majefty was delivered into 
the Hands of the Engliſh at Newcaſtle, But it js moſt 
Evident, that the right ſpelling of Covenant is Co- 
vetouſneſs, and according to that he very well kept 
ir, having ſhared a good part of that 200000 /, given 
the Scotch Army tor their depitture. He was #$ vet- 
ſatile as a Dy, and ltke that ſometimes, was plaid al- - 
wayes with very locky hands ( as thoſe times'were ) 
and was every way as _ ſtood firm on his own 

2 in- 
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intereſt, and could oppoſe a broad-fſide to every e- 
mergency of fortune ( then adored by the. name of 
_ Providence ) He was in with all the ſeveral Ufurpers, 
and that not by a fſervile ſubjeEion, but as a Petty 
Princes intereſt, that could help them as well by in- 
forming and diſcovering as ſupplies and ſores,though 
the latter to Cromwell was a mere Bragazocto, and be- 
yond the High mightine(s.of his Highland Soveraign* 
ty, where his baſenefs had-Joſt him all reſpeR and 0- 
bedience. Certainly he was thEProtews of the Age » 
and had not the {udden {urprifal of our moſt happy 
reſolution ſeized him {up.nely careleſs and at a great 
diſtance..(though he hurried up to London'to wait oh 
His Mijefty ) and then bound him taſt, that he could 
have no liberty co aſſume any other ſhape then what 
he was then found in ( being denied acceſſe or andi- 
ence. at Cqurt') he might have been a riddle- ſtill, 
whereas now. Death hath reſolved Him. All that e- 
ver he did handſomely was then, and yet that too 
was.but a meer. diſguiſe, fince ſo diſlonant to the 
whole courſe of his life, a meer imication, thongh ſo 
well-perfonated .that we may. well ler it paſle for a 
| bravery, .and allow it to him as he was a Gentleman, 
He was a great Fomenter of war, yet cated not at all 
to endanger himſelf, like the Monkey that took the 
Cats foot to pull the Cheſnut out of the fire, nor was 
he much to be blamed, baying been by the Marqueſs 
of Maztroſſe (0 often put«o ſhift (aud. that 'narrowly 
too ) for his life : what he wanted of the generoſity 
of a Wartier, he ſupplied with the malice of a Witch, 
being the moſt implacable revengetul Enemy,Loyal- 


ty

_ ty ever met with in Scotlavd. Learned'he was , and 
that not as a Gentleman enough to: iet off and poliſh 
but to accompliſh him ; and a moſt exellent wiy of 
fpeech he had {( if it be poſſible any thing can ſound 
handſome in Scotch ) very fluent and Rhetorical. His 
Speeches at his Tryal ( which were ſaid to have been 
ſpoken ex tempore , becauſe they would not allow 
him his delays,--but compelled him to preſent an- 
ſwer) are very grave and (encentions, yet police and 
very cunning. He was a deep Lawyer and was for- 
merly-Lord: Cheit Juſtice, I think not much taxed 
for bribery ( for I take all their Lands, Eſtates , and 
whatever Scotland is. worth not to be worth a Suite 
much leſle the overplus of a Greazing ) yet all this 
while a bad nature predominated , like ſtinking Oyle 
upon generous Wine ; his potenrtiality to vertue ne- 
. ver exerted it ſelf, while his vices were moſt notori- 
ous and boyant. Ic is a truth undenyable that he died 
unpitied of- all men , and the reaſon wa$*this , the 
univerſality aad. complication of his vices could mils 
no mans eyes , and for one fault or other ſo many 
ſingle obſervations hic him, as drew a general Odinm 
upon him ; Excepting onely the Presbyterian Cler- 
gy, who alwayes had a particular reſpec for him, not 
from any other inducement but the neceffity of de- 
pendance, the Kirk rides while the Lords hold the 
reines, and keep that people. under the Tyranny. of 
that worſe then T#rkiſþ Government, He was 
the firſt Promoter of the Diſcipline z and that with 
an Earneſtneſs extraordinary, wherein no doubt he 
ſerved himſelf principally , and the large _ 
e 


Do 
' hedied poſfeſt of, will evidence, what religion he 
was of, and how beneficial a thing Reformation is to 
the firſt Projetors. He was at fewd with all his Supe- 
riours in Scotland as well as his Peers ; of four Mar- 
qneſles he 'procured the execution of three z viz, 
Hamilton, Hunley, Montroſſe , the other, Donglaſſe , 
through his his impotency an: infirmiry eſcaped him, 
fo that he was Lord Paramount there No doubr his 
abilities prompted him to cope with the greatneſs and 
Authority of thoſe Noblemen, whoſe great and Ho- 
nourable Families would ſoon have ſmothered and 
fapprefled an ordinary Envy, while his burned and 
flamed at their Grave. He was a profound Politi- 
cian of a fine Mercurial ſpiric, of whom it may be 
faid diſ- junRively, what his late Majeſty ſaid of the 
Earl of Strafford, He was (u.ha Miniſter of State , 
chat he might well be aſhamed of himſelf ; and his 
Prince as rightly fear him. There was nothing want- 
ing in him but Loyalty and Honeſty , two ſuch diſ- 
penſable things with Presbytery , that. they could 
hardly be afforded roome in their Morals for one 
Whole age together ; but it had beer; diret Blaſpe- 
my to blend and incorporate them into their religions 
however, for ſpecious pretence ſake they crept into 
fhe Covenant He was a moſt indefatigable carrier on 
of his Defignes, and that with very great expeditiofi, 
though his motions were eccentrickbur all turbulent, 
and violent efforts are itfually very ſudden : He'thrice 
repaired, and recruited his broken Forces by the Mar- 
ques of M97troſſe;before there could be any thoughir 
of 'an Enemy from hit, ' He was never diſtotiragedl 
with

with any diſappointment » but he would ſet rhe Kirk 
to thunder out Anathema's, ahd himfelf tnade Pro 
{criptions- and levies together, fight with the Pen 
and the Sword at one and the ſame time 2: butt His 
 Eferipts were ndt Prinz Caeſars Commentaries, but 

C. Mafis tis publications add Sentencingss betywixe 
whom there is in many things a neer Parallel. - 

To take a neerer view of him and put him altoge- 
ther,he was abſolutely Maſter of all the Arts of Stare; 
it were no injury to him to ſay it was his religion, 
fince the great ſucceſſes of rebellion led him to a firm 
beleif that there was nothing but what was manage- 
able by, and feaſible ro Policy. But he ſo mixe 
them borh in his affairs that it was not eaſily diſcerna- 
ble to which he owed moſt ; by the firſt he ſecured 
his Intereſt , and had not the excefles of the Engliſh 
uſurpation out-run him, probably advanced his de- 
ſignes to that which Hamilton was ſuſpected of ; 
by _ —_ he —_ an _ | and reverence 
ro himſelf, being vogued up by ergy, and ren- 
dred to the Vulzara Pitterk by Piety and zealous 
promoter of Godlineſs, till ſuch time as the vizor 
of the ſpecious Reformation was laid afide, and bold 
fac'd Intereſt outſtared the impudency of the Kirk , 
and made them veile to, and worſhip the Devil they 
had raiſed. 

In a word he was the right Antitheſis to that Glori- 
ous Marques of Meztreſſe,. ſo. that whoever .read. of. 
hath heard of his Excellencies, may by oppoſition 
| know the vilene(s of this. Such is the order of the 
world, though there be no ſtanding mean,yet that the
